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DETAILED ACTION 

1. See 37 CFR 1.193(a)(2) which provides for the inclusion of the proposed 
rejection(s) detailed below in the Examiner's Answer if applicant elects to file an appeal 
to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in this proceeding. To be complete, 
such rejection(s) must be addressed in any brief on appeal. 
Upon appeal and entry of the amendment: 

Claims 44-68 would be rejected for the reasons set forth in 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by US Patent 6 285 983 B1; Jenkins; September 4, 2001 of the final 
Office Action mailed October 28, 2004. 

As to arguments made regarding claim 45; the applicant states that neither 
servers in Jenkins teach "receiving" mere "data collection". The examiner takes notice 
that it is inherent that information is received when data collection takes place. 

The applicant further argues that Jenkins fails to teach receiving a request for 
information. Col. 3 I. 12-14 teach the marketing server creating a profile based from 
requested information. 

The rejections of claims 52 and 58 are still held for the same reasons as stated 

above. 

As to claim 64 the applicant argues that Jenkins does not teach the profile being 
created from information of a service. Col. 4 I. 36-40 teaches the data used is from 
consumer data sets and e-commerce. The examiner again takes notice that it is 
inherent that if a marketer is retrieving data of a consumer from a commerce site it will 
be related to that service provided by the e-commerce website.
